Gentlemen—You have asked me for an 
opinion on the power of the Board of 
Health to compel the proper mun‘cipal 
authorities to cleanse and repair the sew- 
ers of the city when their condition is in- 
jurious. to the health of the inhabitants of 
the city. 

The Board of Health of the City of Ho- 
boken has power under the general stat- 
utes of this state to regulate, control or 
prohibit the cleansing of sewers (2 General 
Statutes, page 1644) and to examine into 
all nuisances, foul or noxious odors, gases 
or vapors, and all causes of disease which 
may be Known to it or brought to its at- 


Fugazzi and President 
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tention, which in its opinion are injurious 
to the health of the inhabitants of this 
city, and shall cause the same to be re- 
moved and abated. Whenever such nui- 
sances, foul or noxious odors, gases or 
vapors, and all causes of ill health or dis- 
ease shall be found on public property 
or on a highiway, notice shall be officially 
given by the said Board to the person in 
charge thereof officially, and such person 
shall be notified to remove and abate the 
same. (2 General Statutes, page 1637.) 
Sec. 33. That it shall be the duty of the 
Street Commissioner or other proper offi- 


eer in authority in the city of 
Hoboken, within twenty-four  hiours 
after receiving notice, in writing, from 


the Clerk or a member of this Board 
so to do, to open, empty and cleanse 
any receiving or other basin of any pub- 
lice sewer in the city of Hoboken; any 
person or persons violating any of the 
provisions of this section shall forfeit and 
pay a penalty of fifty dollars. 

Sec. 34.. That the proper officers and 
authorities shall, to the extent of their 
power and ability, cauise the sewers and 
drainage of the city of Hoboken to be so 
well located and constructed, so adequate 
in size, and to be so kep: in repair and 
so adequately supplied with water, and 
with such proper arrangements and con- 
structions in every particular, that life 
and health shall not be needlessly exposed, 
nor suffer unnecessary peril or detriment 
by their neglect, nor by reason of the de- 
fects or deficiencies of any sewers or 
drainage, or the wante thereof; and any 
person or persons offending against any 
of the provisions of this section shall for- 
feit and pay a penalty of fifty dollars. 

It is the duty of the Mayor and Council 
of the city to keep all sewers in proper 
repair and properly cleansed, in order that 
they may not become a nuisance or in- 
jurious to the health of the inhabitants of 
the city. If your Honorable Board should 
determine that any of the sewers need to 
be cleansed or repaired, I would respect- 
fully advise that official notice be given 
to the Mayor and Council and to the 
street commissioner of the city, calling 
their attention to the condition of things 
and requesting immediate action on their 
part. If no attention is paid to the re- 
quest your honorable board has power to 
proceed in accordance with the sections of © 
the sanitary code above mentioned.

To the Board of Health of the City of 
Hoboken: _ 

Gentlemen—You have asked me for an 
opinion on the following questions: (1) 
What powers are possessed by the Mayor 


and Council of the City of Hoboken to 
build and repair sewers? and (2) what 
powers are possessed by your Honorable 
Body to compel the Mayor and Council of 
the City of Hoboken to keep the sewers of 
the city in proper repair so that they shall 
not be detrimental to the public health? 

(1) The Mayor and Council have powers 
to build and repair sewers under and by 
virtue of the following laws: 

The Charter of the City of Hoboken, 
passed on March 28, 1855, (Hoboken City 
Charter, p. 28,) gave the Mayor and Coun- 
cil power to. construct and build sewere 
and drains in any street or streets of the 
city, provided the owners of two-thirds of - 
the property upon such street or streets 
shall petition in writing to said Council to 
have such sewers constructed. 

In 1866, the Legislature passed an act 
enablitg the City of Hoboken to build and 
construct a main sewer through the centre 
of Third street, from the westerly line of 
Adams street to the Hudson river, and 
also an act empowering certain named 
Commissioners to drain certain lowlands 
lying in the City of Hoboken and the 
Township of Weehawken. These Commis- 
sioners continued in power until 1869, when 
the Legislature passed an act depriving 
them of their powers and requiring them 
to close up their: affairs. 

In 1873, an act was passed to provide for 
the construction of'a main sewer, com- 
mencing at a point in the centre line of 
Jefferson street, at or near Second street, 
in the City of Hoboken, and thence through 
the centre of Jefferson street to the centre 
of Fifteenth or Sixteenth street, and 
thence through the centre of Fifteenth or 
Sixteenth street to the Hudson river, to- 
gether with such lateral sewers as might 
be deemed necessary for the proper drain- 
age of that portion of the City of Hobo- 
ken. This act was extended in 1874, so as 
to .embrace two drainage districts with 
main and lateral sewe.'s. 

In 1882, an act was passed authorizing 
cities to construct sewers and drains and 
to provide for th2 payment of the cost 
thereof (Laws of 1882, page 60). This act 
provided that it should be lawful for the 
proper authorities of any city. to provide, 
maintain and alter a general system of 
sewerage and drainage of such city, or 
any part thereof, in conformity to which 
all sewers and drains should be construct- 
ed, and to establish and maintain one or 
more outlets or places of deposit within 
or without such city for sewerage or drain- 
age, and to provide for the disposal of 
sewerage and drainage from the city, and 
to repair and cleanse such sewers and 
drains. ‘The second section of the act, as 
amended by an act passed on April 28, 1887, 
(Laws of 1887, page 233), provided, that 


‘whenever a petition in writing of any own- 


ers of property interested> shail be pre- 
sented to the governing body of any city, 
asking for the construction of a sewer in 
any particular section of the city, it shall 
be lawful for such body to adopt a resolu- 
tion declaring its intention to cause su h 
sewer or drain to be constructed. The 
aet then provides, after due notice of the 
Proceedings, that if persons owning one- 
half of the lineal frontage of land along 
the street or streets, or part or parts there- 
of, through which it is proposed to con- 
struct any lateral sewer or drain, shall 
present their objections in writing, then 
such proceeding shall cease. The original 
act provides a very complete method of 
making an assessment of benefits and for 
making the assessment a first lien on the 
lands affected. 


A further supplement, passed in 1899, 
provided that the governing body of any 
eity could construct such sewer notwith- 
standing the objection of owners repre- 
senting not more than one-half the lineal 
frontage of land along the street or streets 
through which it was proposed to éon- 
struct such sewer, provided that such or- 
dinance for the construction of any such 
sewer or drain should require for its final 
passage a vote of not less than four-fifths 
of the whole number of such governing 
body. 

In. 1890, the Legislature passed an act (1 
General Statutes of N. J., page 622), pro- 
viding that it shail be lawful for any city 
in this state to construct sewers and drains 
or systems of sewerage and drainage, or 
either or any of them, in the manner there- 
in provided; provided, that the owners of 
at least one-half in value of the real estate 
jin said city as shown by the Assessor’s 
books, have petitioned, or shall petition, 
its Common Council so to do; and provided 
further, that after one su-h petition shall 
have been presented, no further petition 
shall be necessary to enable such city, or 
its Common Council, to make any im- 
provement or improvements under said 
act. The act. further provided for the 
making of plans and systems by competent 
engineers, and to order and cause sewers 
or drains, or a system of sewers or drains, 
to be constructed in any part of said city 
according to said plans. The act further 
enabled any city to purchase lands and 
erect buildings to deodorize and to dispose 
of sewage matter. This act was passed 
with the evident purpose of enab ing cities 
to adopt a general plan and system of 
sewerage and to put the same into effect, 
provided that the owners of at least one- 
half in value of the real estate in said city, 
as shown by the Assessor’s books, have 
petitioned or shall petition the Common 
Council so to do. It relates entirely toa 
general system of sewerage, and not to 
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the laying of sewers in particular streets. 

The act of 1890 does not affect the act of 
1882 and supplements, which (the act of 
1882) is the general act and which super- 
sedes the provisions of city charters on 
the same subject, and provides the only 
lega! mode in which cities can construct 
sewers and drains and assess for their 
cost. . (Post vs. Passaic, 27 room, 421; Cen- 
tral Land Co. vs. Bayonne, 27 Vroom, 297). 
The provisions of the Hoboken City Char- 
ter have, therefore, been repealed and 
superseded, so far as the building — of 
sewers is concerned by the act of 1882 and 
supplements, and it is the act of 1882 
under which the Mayor and Council of the 
City of Hoboken must act in all matters 
relating to the building of sewers in this 
city. 


In 1884 an act was passed (Laws of 1884, 
page 281), providing that hereafter when, 
in any city in this State, petitions for the 
construction of sewers are required to be 
signed by persons owning more than one- 
half of the lineal frontage of land along 
streets through which it is proposed to 
construet sewers, it shall hereafter only 
be necessary that such petitions be signed 
by the persons owning at least one-half 
of th elineal frontage of land along the 
street through which it is proposed to con- 
struct the sewer (Stretch vs. Hoboken, 18 
Vroom, 268). This act must be construed 
in conjunction with the act of 1882, and not 
contrary to it. 


The Legislature has also passed acts to 
provide for the raising of a capital .und 
in cities for improvement of streets and 
construction of sewers (Laws of 1882, page 
190), and to provide for the continuation 
of the Ravine road sewer in the cities of 
Jersey. City and Hoboken (Laws of 1875, 
1877, 1878), and to provide fer the formation 
of companies to operate syetems of sewer- 
age in any municipality in this State, 
(Laws of 1898, page 484). 

When sewers have once been constructed 
in any of the streets of this city, it is the 
duty of the Mayor and Council to Keep 
them in proper repair and properly 
cleaned. The sewers are the property of 
the city and not the property of the abut- 
ting property owners, and the Mayor and 
Council of the City of Hoboken are 
charged with the duty of keeping them in 
repair and suitable condition, to afford 
drainage for the properties connected with 
them (Opinion of Chancellor McGill, in 
the case of Simmons vs. Mayor, etc., of 
City ‘of Paterson, 42 At. Rep. 749). They 
have power to replace any of the box 
sewers in the lower sections of the city, 
which ned replacing or repairing, with - 
stone and iron sewers, and the expense 
for doing this is properly chargeable to 
the city. For example, some years ago, 


the box sewer in Third street was entirely 
removed and a new sewer put in at the 
expense of the city. ae 

(2) As to the powers of the Board of 

Health in regard 10 the sewers, I beg to 
advise you, that the Board of Health has 
power to control‘or prohibit tha cleansing 
of sewers. The Board, may examine into 
all nuisances, foul or noxious odors, gases 
or vapors, and all causas,of diseage which 
may be known to it,,or.be brought, to its 
attention, which in its opinion are injurious 
to the health of the inhabitants of this 
city, and shall cause the same to be re- 
moved and abated. Moreoyer,.;whenever 
it shall be represented by the Board of 
Health of this city to the Common Council 
that, in the opinion of such Board, the 
system of tidal sewers in operation in this 
city does not efficiently drain the marsh 
or lowlands of this city, and that by rea- 
son thereof the health of the entire city is 
impaired or endangered, or likely to be 
impaired or endangered, unless a more 
efficient or practical method of draining 
said marsh or lowland be substituted for 
the system in operation in this city, it 
shall be the duty of the Common Council 
to inquire into the facts so represented for 
the purpose of ascertaining the best means 
of efficiently and systematically draining 
the lowlands. And the Common Council, 
after fully considering the subject, shall 
decide as to the adoption of such neces- 
sary outfall, outlet, sewer or sewers, and 
the necessary appurtenances thereto, for 
such drainage, and have power to con- 
struct such sewer or sewers, or other 
works and appurtenances in connection 
therewith, through the public streets and 
other places in this city, as the said Com- 
mon Council may consider necessary under 
the circumstances. (1 General Statutes of 
N. J., page 632). “Under this act the Com- 
mon Council has a right to erect pumps 
and other works or appurtenances which 
may be necessary for the proper opera- 
tion of the sewers of this city. This act 
further provides that the Common Council 
shall issue bonds for the payment of the 
cost of building such sewers or such ap- 
purtenances. 
_ Whenever any nuisan-e, foul or noxious 
odors, gases or vapors, or cause of ill 
health, shall be found on public property 
or on a highway, notice shall be officially 
given by your Honorable Body, both to 
the Street Commissioner and to the Mayor 
and Council, notifying them to remove 
and abate the same, and if there be failure 
or neglect to comply with such notice they 
can be prosecuted. (2 General Statutes of 
N. J., page 1637). 

Moreover, it is provided by the Sanitary 
Code of the Board of Heath that the 
Street Commissioner or other proper offi- 
cial shall, within twenty-four hours after 


receiving notice in writing, open, empty 
and cleanse any receiving ‘basin or public 
sewer, and after failure to comply with 
said notice, he shall forfeit and pay a 
penalty of fifty dollars. (Sanitary Code, 
section 33). And it is further provided that 
the proper officers and authorities of this 
city shall, to the extent of their power 
and ability, cause the sewers and drain- 
age of the City of Hoboken to be so well 
located and constructed, so adequate in 
size, and to be so adequately supplied with 
water and with such proper arrangements 
and constructions in every particular, that 
life and health shall not be needlessly ex- 
posed, nor suffer unnecessary peril or 
detriment by their neglect, nor by reason 
of the defects or deficiency of any sewers 
or drainage, or the want thereof, and any 
person or persons violating this provision 
shall forfeit and pay a penalty of fifty 
dollars. (Sanitary Code, section 34). 

The Board of Health of this city hag 
power to compel the owners of property 
along the line of any street in which there 
is a sewer to connect their houses and 
other buildings with such. sewer, and the 
Board may adopt rules and regulations 
for this purpose. (Laws of 1896, page 345). 

It will be seen, therefore, that the Board 
of Health of this city has ample power to 
compel the city authorities to abate all 
nuisances that are detrimental to health 
which may be caused by the filthy or un- 
repaired condition of the sewers of this 
city.
